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Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
is unclear how the carrier can cover the operating position that is not assumed, 
particularly since the auxiliary means and openings (second paragraph of page 5) are 
not shown. Thus this will not be further examined on the merits. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the auxiliary means 
and openings (second paragraph of page 5) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Claims 1 and 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: the use of 
"case" is confusing. Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 

admitted prior art (instant page 1) in view of either Follingstad 6537106 or Dong 

6338650. 

The admitted prior substantially discloses the claimed invention except for the 
electrical connector unit (modular unit) pivoting or rotating. Follingstad discloses 
rotating electrical connector units, and Dong discloses a pivoting electrical connector 
unit. It would have been obvious to make the electrical connector unit of the admitted 
prior art either rotatable or pivotable, as taught by Follingstad or Dong, to facilitate 
mating to another electrical connector unit. 

The other references cited on Form 892 disclose similar pivotable/rotatable 
connectors.
